1361 et seq., which provides for the assessment of a civil penalty not to exceed $12,000 for each violation. The Dolphin Protection Consumer Information Act

(DCP IA), 16 U .S.C. §13 85, not tech nically part of the  MM PA, pro vides for the a ssessment of a  civil penalty not to  exceed $ 100,00 0.  The fo llowing pena lty

amounts are intended as guidelines in civil penalty determinations for violations of the IDCPA, DPCIA and regulations promulgated thereunder at 50 C.F.R.

§216.24 a nd 50 C.F.R. § 216.90 - §21 6.96.  Any amou nt stated below may be raised  or lowered dep ending on the facts and circum stances of particular cases,

including the amount of fish, if any, involved in the violation.   Publication of civil penalty guidelines for violations of these Acts or regulations is without

prejudice  to the use of other Marine Mammal Protection Act  remedies in appropriate cases.  For violations of the IDCPA and its regulations, sanctions

recommended by the International Review Panel of the IATTC will be considered by NMFS and NOAA in any enforcement action (50 C.F.R.

§216.24(c)(9)(xi)).  For purposes of the schedule, “FMV” is defined as the fair market value of the fish involved in the violation.
